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Obama camp pounces on 
Romney outsourcing 
report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama's cam¬ 
paign pounced yesterday on a 
report that a firm run by Re¬ 
publican rival Mitt Romney 
had invested in companies spe¬ 
cializing in sending US jobs 
overseas — including to China. 

The report, by The Wash¬ 
ington Post, threatened to un¬ 
dermine multi-millionaire 
Romney's claim that his expe¬ 
rience as a venture capitalist 
equips him uniquely to create 
jobs in America's sagging eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

"We believe this is a signi¬ 
ficant moment in this cam¬ 
paign. All of America has 
learned a little more about the 
business record Governor 
Romney is running on," said 
Obama campaign senior ad¬ 
viser David Axelrod. 

Americans must decide 
whether they want an "out¬ 
sourcer in chief' in the Oval 
Office, Axelrod said, arguing 
that the report suggested that 
Romney's firm was one of the 
pioneers of outsourcing and 
drew a contrast with Obama's 
economic policies. 


Citing documents filed with 
US regulators, the Post said 
Bain Capital, the firm Romney 
founded and headed for 15 
years, invested in companies 
that led in establishing call 
centers and manufacturing fa¬ 
cilities in other countries. 

The report said the private 
equity firm was involved 
"early on" as the departure of 
jobs from the United States 
was accelerating. 

Romney spokeswoman An¬ 
drea Saul, said the story was 
"fundamentally flawed" as it 
did not differentiate between 
offshoring — sending jobs 
overseas — and — outsourcing 
— employing another firm to 
do work previously done in 
house. 

"Mitt Romney spent 25 
years in the real world eco¬ 
nomy so he understands why 
jobs come and they go," Saul 
said. 

"As president, he will im¬ 
plement policies that make it 
easier and more attractive for 
companies to create jobs here 
at home.

Blue prints for Hospital renovation and Government working 
expansion are ready towards an Integral Youth 

Management structure 




All parties involved in the 
process of the plans for 
Aruba’s hospital sat down to¬ 
gether this past week to see a 
visual presentation of the new 
blue prints for the construction 
and renovation of the actual 
hospital edifice. 

The work of renovating and 
construction consists of three 
phases. The first phase has to 
do with the construction of a 
new six story building to be 
built adjacent to the existing 
building. This new building 
will house a Pediatrics service, 
Maternity service, etc., and 
will take about two years to 
complete. Another building on 


the side will be the Medical 
Office Building where all the 
different medical specialists 


will be housed. 

The second phase will be 
the renovation, for about 90%, 
of the existing hospital edifice. 
Every floor will be renovated 
and adapted to international 
standards. This work will also 
take about two years to com¬ 
plete. 

The third phase is the 
“Master plan” which runs up 
to the year 2037 when they 
will extend the hospital and in¬ 
troduce a Nursing School, etc. 
What they will be doing imme¬ 
diately, is prepare a location 
where they can install a “cat 
scan” machine, which is ex¬ 
pected to begin this very year.

Last Wednesday, a meeting 
comprised of various persons 
working in and with youth 
programs, met to deliberate 
on the plans for the creation 
of an integral youth manage¬ 
ment program for the island.

after giving birth; is the same 
approach they should be 
using in an integral youth 
program. 

This, they believe will 
contribute to detecting prob¬ 
lems and challenges at the 
earliest stage and will enable 
the resolving of these prob¬ 
lems before they become in¬ 
surmountable. So doing, we 
would be protecting our youth 
and helping them develop 
positively. The Minister of 
Public Health emphasized 
that those in attendance at the 
meeting must not only think 
outside the box, but must also 


be prepared to step out of 
their comfort zones for this 
project to function. 

The government is con¬ 
vinced that in order for this 
youth program to work, the 
groups working with the 
youth cannot operate as little 
islands, but that we must all 
join efforts together to create 
an integral youth manage¬ 
ment program to achieve suc¬ 
cess with our youth. 

The Ministry of Public 
Health is currently working 
on various projects, such as 
healthy schools, bureau of 
trustworthy physicians, drug 
prevention programs and ed¬ 
ucational programs for future 
mothers. These projects are 
being designed in coopera¬ 
tion with various government 
ministries so as to achieve the 
best possible results. 

All of these projects to¬ 
gether should lead to resolv¬ 
ing the crisis we currently face 
with our young people in the 
areas of justice, social, physi¬ 
cal and mental health, among 
others. The government has 
decided to do something con¬ 
crete to help our young people 
with the challenges they en¬ 
counter every day. 

An Integral Youth Man¬ 
agement is a very important 
step in resolving our many 
challenges, according to the 
Minister of Public Health, 
Richard Visser.

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"Children of the Wind" - It will blow you away! 


The 3rd edition of the Aruba 
International Film Festival will 
be hosting a number of world 
and regional premiers over the 
coming week; exciting ven¬ 
tures in filmmaking of which 
most are not the usual box of¬ 
fice fare. 

Among festival organizers, 
some of the greatest buzz has 
been generated by the ground¬ 
breaking “Children of the 
Wind,” a documentary that is 
part of the Caribbean Spotlight 
Series showcase being screened 
today and tomorrow at The Cin¬ 
emas in Paseo Herencia Mall. 

COTW Producer Bob Mc¬ 
Cormick and his daughter, 
Daphne Schmon, the film’s Di¬ 
rector, are on the island for the 
world premiere of their film, 
along with Associate Producer 
Alex Campbell. They kindly 
shared their enthusiasm for the 
project with THE MORNING 
NEWS, as well as their excite¬ 
ment and pleasure at seeing the 
film make its debut at the 
AIFF, which they expressed as 
a “perfect fit,” during an exclu¬ 
sive interview. 

The film is the thrilling 
story of how the sport of wind¬ 
surfing provided hope and pur¬ 
pose to youngsters of Aruba’s 
sister island of Bonaire, parti¬ 
cularly as they come from 
quite humble origins. The sto¬ 
ries of a number of these 
young men particularly hit 
home for Arubans, as they are 
locally known for regularly at¬ 


tending the annual Aruba Hi- 
Winds windsurfing competi¬ 
tions and there is a distinct kin¬ 
ship for where they have come 
from. 

Bob McCormick, a well es¬ 
tablished stage, film and TV 
actor had been vacationing an¬ 
nually in Bonaire for ten years 
with his family. Daughter 
Daphne earned her BA in Film 
Production from Wesleyan 
University. Being fans of the 
sport they befriended many of 
the Bonaire windsurfing com¬ 
munity. When he brought his 
good friend Peter Robinson, 
one of the UK film industry’s 
leading camera operators to the 
island for vacation one year, an 
idea was born. Peter became 
Co-creator and took on the role 
of Director of Photography for 
COTW. 

“We had a team that loved 
windsurfing, loved Bonaire, 
had become close friends with 
Elvis (Martinus of The Wind¬ 
surf Place) and we know there 
was an incredible story to be 
told,” explains Daphne. 

Having Peter Robinson on 
board and his personal vision 
resulted in some absolutely 
breathtaking footage, and a 
distinct look for the film that is 
unusual for documentaries, 
particularly those featuring a 
sport, which usually rely hea¬ 
vily on Cinema verite. The 
film does contain such, in the 
form of archival footage pro¬ 
vided by Charles Dasher, a for¬ 



mer resident of the islands and 
chronicler of windsurfing, who 
will be attending the premiere. 
However, the quality of film¬ 
ing has been cited by veterans 
filmmakers as very cinemato¬ 
graphic. 

The project was conceived 
3 years ago, with response to a 
very provocative exploratory 
trailer on Youtube absolutely 
overwhelming. They began 
filming and collecting archive 
footage in 2010. The conclud¬ 
ing sequence was shot in 2011, 
when Bonaire again hosted an 
event on the PWA circuit, the 
Freestyle World Cup, after six 
year’s absence of a profes¬ 
sional event. There were many 
challenges to making the film, 
not the least of which was 
making the audience fully un¬ 
derstand how momentous was 
the journey of the featured 
characters and how stunning 


their triumph. 

“A documentary is an evo¬ 
lutionary process, as filmmak¬ 
ers have to gain the trust of 
their protagonists,” commented 
Bob, “it doesn’t happen over¬ 
night. Over 2 years, it started to 
happen, and each of the fea¬ 
tured athletes has completely 
different stories, equally com¬ 
pelling. We do dig pretty deep, 
you get a great sense of Elvis’ 
background, and you get a 
tremendous sense of what these 
people have accomplished 
from absolutely nothing.” 

The trio reports that after 
showing it to established do- 
cumentarians in the U.S. they 
have received some extremely 
encouraging feedback. “In ma¬ 
king a documentary, one al¬ 
ways has to let the audience 
know why do they need to see 
this? Why is this story impor¬ 
tant? What will we learn from 


this? What is the “Raison d’E- 
tre” of the film?-I will let you 
determine that when you see 
it,” Bob challenges the audi¬ 
ence. “When we finally fo¬ 
cused in on the story and the 
questions I just posed, we rea¬ 
lized we had a motion picture; 
after the New York tests, jaded 
and hardened filmmakers 
looked at it and were stunned, 
they told us it was “just incre¬ 
dible.” They were very, very 
impressed with what we had 
and gave us detailed notes, and 
we brought in a story structuri- 
alist, because story is every¬ 
thing. We followed their 
pointers and we saw it become 
the film we wanted to see, the 
film that will be showing here.” 

It would appear Aruban au¬ 
dience are very eager to see the 
film, as AIFF producers have 
had to add an additional room 
for tonight’s premier at 8:30 
PM; it will be shown again to¬ 
morrow at 2:45 PM. CSS Di¬ 
rector Aaron Hose and AIFF 
Festival Founder and Execu¬ 
tive Producer Jonathan Vieira 
were both “blown away,” by 
what the team has produced, 
and have every expectation 
moviegoers will agree. The 
young stars of the film have 
been brought from Bonaire to 
attend the premiere as well.

US church official convicted 
over abuse cover-up 


PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - A 
Philadelphia monsignor yes¬ 
terday became the highest- 
ranking US church official to 
be convicted over a child sex 
cover-up, as he was was found 
guilty of endangerment. 

Monsignor William Lynn, 
who served as secretary of the 
Philadelphia Archdiocese from 
1994 to 2001, was acquitted of 
two other counts — one of con¬ 
spiracy and a second charge of 
child endangerment. 

Lynn, 61, who took the wit¬ 
ness stand for three days dur¬ 
ing his 10-week trial, is not 
charged with molesting chil¬ 
dren, but rather with covering 
up crimes of priests who did. 
His sentence is due to be an¬ 
nounced on August 13. 

The trial, the first in the 
United States involving a sen¬ 
ior official in the Catholic 
Church, also centered on two 
other Philadelphia priests. 

Reverend James Brennan 
stands accused of sexually 
abusing boys in the 1990s, 
while defrocked priest Edward 
Avery pleaded guilty on the 
eve of trial. Avery was sen¬ 
tenced to between 2.5 and five 
years in prison. 

The jury was hung over the 


charges dealing with Brennan, 
saying the jurors did not fully 
understand them. 

"We needed clarity on how 
to apply the evidence. We 
needed to leam how to apply the 
elements of the charges," jury 
foreman Isa Logan said. "Every 
juror wanted justice. We just 
wanted to do what was right." 

Lynn was found not guilty 
of endangering Brennan’s ac¬ 
cuser and not guilty of conspi¬ 
ring to endanger that accuser. 
He was found guilty of endan¬ 
gering Avery’s victim and not 
guilty of conspiracy with re¬ 
gard to that victim. 

"The jury’s decision is not a 
full reckoning, but the truth is 
now revealed," said sex abuse 
trial lawyer Jeff Anderson. 

"Until now, no top Catholic 
officials have been criminally 
convicted for child endanger¬ 
ment. It gives great hope and 
promise for a better future now 
that this precedent has been 
made and this truth has been 
revealed through the courage 
of so many." 

Many Roman Catholics in 
the United States still believe 
that priests are sexually abus¬ 
ing children, said a report from 
a lay advisory group.

Clinton calls for reproductive rights 
protection 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton yesterday deplored the 
omission of women's repro¬ 
ductive rights in the final state¬ 
ment of the UN summit on 
sustainable development here. 

In her address to the 
Rio+20 summit on how to 
usher in a green economy, 
Clinton stressed that "women 
are essential drivers of sustain¬ 
able development." 

"I applaud the bold call to 
action issued here in Rio by 
UN women and likewise the 
Rio+20 outcome document de¬ 
votes a strong section to ex¬ 
panding opportunities for 
women," she said. 

She voiced satisfaction that 
the document "endorses sexual 
and reproductive health and 
universal access to family 
planning." 

But she made clear that "to 
reach our goals on sustainable 


development, we also have to 
ensure women's reproductive 
rights." 

Reproductive rights include 
a woman's right to decide the 
number, timing and spacing of 
children, the right to volunta¬ 
rily marry and establish a fa¬ 
mily, as well as the right to the 
highest attainable standard of 
health. 

A reference to those rights 
was included in the original 
summit draft, but it was 
dropped in the final version ap¬ 
proved Tuesday. 

"Women must be empo¬ 
wered to make decisions about 
whether and when to have 
children," the US chief diplo¬ 
mat said, adding that Washing¬ 
ton would continue to work "to 
ensure that those rights are re¬ 
spected in international agree¬ 
ments." 

On Thursday, Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff, the 


summit host, also spoke in 
support of reproductive rights 
at a women's mini-summit on 
the sidelines of the Rio+20 
conference. 

"I would have liked to see 
the importance of reproductive 
rights acknowledged in the 
outcome from Rio+20," Da¬ 
nish Prime Minister Helle 
Thorning-Schmidt also said 
yesterday in her address to the 
summit. 

The gathering of 191 UN 
members caps a 10-day forum 
marking 20 years since the 
Earth Summit, where leaders 
vowed that the world would 
live within its means. 

The final summit draft 
statement calls for "Sustain¬ 
able Development Goals" to 
replace the UN's Millennium 
Development Goals from 
2015, although defining these 
objectives will be left for fu¬ 
ture talks.

"President Obama's attacks on 
profit and job creators make it 
less attractive to create jobs in 
the US." 

Romney has repeatedly ac¬ 
cused China of unfairly snap¬ 
ping up American jobs with its 
economic policies and charged 
Obama with being soft on Bei¬ 
jing over its alleged currency 
manipulation. 

But Axelrod accused the 
Republican candidate of re¬ 
cently "repackaging" himself 
as a "newly minted anti-China 
warrior" for political gain. 

Bain spokesman Alex Stan¬ 
ton was quoted by the Post as 
defending the company's prac¬ 
tices, saying: "Bain Capital's 
business model has always 
been to build great companies 
and improve their operations." 

"We have helped the 350 
companies in which we have 
invested, which include over 
100 start-up businesses, pro¬ 
duce $80 billion of revenue 


growth in the United States 
while growing their revenues 
well over twice as fast as both 
the S&P and the US economy 
over the last 28 years." 

The Post story featured two 
companies: Corporate Soft¬ 
ware Inc (CSI) and Stream. 

The story said CSI once 
employed US workers to pro¬ 
vide services but by the mid- 
1990s was setting up call 
centers outside the country. 

CSI merged with another 
firm to form a company called 


Stream International Inc. and 
Bain was active in running the 
firm as a minority shareholder, 
the Post said, citing Securities 
and Exchange Commission fil¬ 
ings. Stream, by 1997, ope¬ 
rated three tech-support call 
centers in Europe and was part 
of a call center joint venture in 
Japan. 

But Romney aides said the 
call centers abroad were not in¬ 
tended to serve the US market 
and served foreign markets they 
were in for language reasons. 
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Annan for 
more world 
pressure 
on Syria's 
rival sides

GENEVA (AFP) - Interna- 
tional envoy Kofi Annan yes¬ 
terday urged the world to raise 
the level of pressure on Syria's 
rival sides and said Iran should 
have a role to play in the effort. 

There will only be results if 
the international community 
unites, said Annan, who fears 
that "national initiatives" by 
some UN Security Council 
members were undermining its 
attempts to resolve the 15- 
month conflict. 

"If our efforts are to suc¬ 
ceed, we shall need the united 
and sustained support of the in¬ 
ternational community," the 
envoy told a press conference 
in Geneva. "It's time for coun¬ 
tries of influence to raise the 
level of pressure on the parties 
on the ground and to persuade 
them to stop the killing and 
start the talking." The peace 
envoy spoke as efforts contin¬ 
ued to coordinate a final drive 
to find a diplomatic solution to 
the Syria crisis. 

"If we continue competing 
with each other it could lead to 
destructive competition and 
everyone will pay a price, most 
of all the innocent Syrian peo¬ 
ple," he warned. 

Annan told reporters that he 
could not confirm whether a 
key meeting of nations would 
meet in Geneva on June 30 
over the crisis, adding that an 
announcement would be made 
next week. 

Discussions will focus on 
what can be done to ensure the 
implementation of Annan's six 
point plan which has been re¬ 
peatedly breached since it 
came into force on April 12. 

The envoy said he hoped 
the permanent members of the 
Security Council would attend 
the meeting as well as coun¬ 
tries with influence on the 
regime of President Bashar al- 
Assad. 

He later told reporters Iran 
"should be part of the solution" 
in Syria. 

Annan meanwhile praised 
the work of the UN's unarmed 
observers under Major General 
Robert Mood, head of the UN 
Supervision Mission in Syria 
(UNSMIS). 

Mood, who was by Annan's 
side in Geneva, said his ob¬ 
servers could be "proud" of "a 
job well done". 

Patrols were meanwhile 
suspended today after intensi¬ 
fying violence made it too dan¬ 
gerous for the 300-strong team 
to operate.

Top Polish court to rule on ritual animal slaughter 


WARSAW (AFP) - Poland’s 
prosecutor general has asked 
the constitutional court to rule 
on ritual animal slaughter in 
the EU country, one of the 
bloc's leading exporters of 
halal and kosher meat, an offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

"Following requests by a- 
nimal rights organisations, the 
prosecutor general petitioned 
the constitutional court to rule 


whether a ministerial directive 
is constitutional," the prosecu¬ 
tor's spokesman Mateusz Mar- 
tyniuk told AFP, referring to a 
1994 Agriculture Ministry di¬ 
rective on ritual animal slaugh¬ 
ter. 

In May, Warsaw regional 
prosecutors also opened an 
probe into the legality of the 
directive. 

With Poland's Jewish and 


Muslim communities numbe¬ 
ring in the tens of thousands in 
a country of 38.2 million, the 
2004 EU member has become 
one of Europe's leading ex¬ 
porters of kosher and halal 
meat. 

Around 20 slaughter houses

Clinton calls for 
reproductive rights 
protection 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton on Friday deplored 
the omission of women's re¬ 
productive rights in the final 
statement of the UN summit 
on sustainable development 
here. 

In her address to the 
Rio+20 summit on how to 
usher in a green economy, 
Clinton stressed that "women 
are essential drivers of sus¬ 
tainable development." 

"I applaud the bold call to 
action issued here in Rio by 
UN women and likewise the 
Rio+20 outcome document 
devotes a strong section to 
expanding opportunities for 
women," she said. 

She voiced satisfaction 
that the document, expected 
to be adopted at the end of 
the summit, "endorses sexual 
and reproductive health and 
universal access to family 
planning." 

But she made clear that 
"to reach our goals on sus¬ 
tainable development, we 
also have to ensure women's 
reproductive rights." 

Reproductive rights in¬ 
clude a woman's right to de¬ 


cide the number, timing 
and spacing of children, 
the right to voluntarily 
marry and establish a 
family, as well as the 
right to the highest at¬ 
tainable standard of 
health. 

A reference to those 
rights was included in 
the original summit 
draft, but it was dropped 
in the final version ap¬ 
proved Tuesday. 

"Women must be em¬ 
powered to make deci¬ 
sions about whether and 
when to have children," 
the US chief diplomat 
said, adding that Washington 
would continue to work "to 
ensure that those rights are 
respected in international 
agreements." 

On Thursday, Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff, 
the summit host, also spoke 
in support of reproductive 
rights at a women's mini¬ 
summit on the sidelines of 
the Rio+20 conference. 

"I would have liked to see 
the importance of reproduc¬ 
tive rights acknowledged in 
the outcome from Rio+20," 
Danish Prime Minister Helle 
Thorning-Schmidt also said 
Friday in her address to the 
summit. 

The gathering of 191 UN 
members caps a 10-day 
forum marking 20 years 
since the Earth Summit, 
where leaders vowed that the 
world would live within its 
means. 

The final summit draft 
statement calls for "Sustain¬ 
able Development Goals" to 
replace the UN's Millennium 
Development Goals from 
2015, although defining these 
objectives will be left for fu¬ 
ture talks. 


More ADHD drugs, fewer antibiotics 
for US kids: study 


More drugs for attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder 
and fewer antibiotics are 
being prescribed to US chil¬ 
dren and teenagers compared 
to a decade ago, said a US 
study on Monday. 

Also, contraceptive pre¬ 
scriptions soared 93 percent 
from 2002 to 2010, though 
the reasons for the rise re¬ 
main unclear, said the re¬ 
search published in the 
journal Pediatrics. 

Overall, prescriptions for 
kids ages 0-17 dropped seven 
percent during that time pe¬ 
riod, while prescription drugs 
dispensed to adults rose 22 
percent, it said. 

"Children are experienc¬ 
ing fewer serious medical 
problems than perhaps they 
had in the past," said Victor 
Fomari, director of child and 
adolescent psychiatry at 
North Shore-Fong Island 
Jewish Health System in 
New York. 

The report tracked the 
number of prescriptions dis¬ 
pensed for the youths, not the 
number of patients, and was 
based on two major US com¬ 
mercial prescription data¬ 
bases. 

A key rise was seen in 
stimulant medications for 
ADHD, which the US Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention describes as one 
of the most common neu- 
robehavioral conditions of 
childhood, affecting about 
five million children. 

ADHD diagnoses have 
been rising in recent years, 
and Fornari said the 46 per¬ 
cent rise in ADHD prescrip¬ 
tions noted in the Pediatrics 
study was likely in keeping 
with the higher number of 
cases. 

"Given the prevalence of 
these disorders it is likely to 
reflect a greater awareness 
and recognition of these con¬ 
ditions and an understanding 
of the negative impact of fail¬ 
ing to treat ADHD," Fomari 


told AFP. 

"That failure to treat re¬ 
sults in lower academic 
achievement, a greater rate of 
conduct disorders, earlier 
entry into substance abuse 
and a higher likelihood of en¬ 
tering the juvenile justice 
system or the criminal justice 
system," added Fornari, who 
was not involved in the study. 

"There has been a much 
greater awareness that you 
want to treat ADHD early to 
prevent the bad outcome. I 
think this increase may re¬ 
flect that." 

Overall, the most fre¬ 
quently dispensed dmgs were 
antibiotics, accounting for 
about a quarter of all pedi¬ 
atric prescriptions between 
2002 and 2010, said the re¬ 


port. 

However, the data showed 
a 14 percent decline in antibi¬ 
otic dispensing over that pe¬ 
riod, which Kenneth 
Bromberg, chairman of Pedi¬ 
atrics at The Brooklyn Hos¬ 
pital Center in New York, 
described as good news. 

"Almost no one is chroni¬ 
cally on antibiotics," said 
Bromberg, who also was not 
involved with the research. 

"It suggests the use of an¬ 
tibiotics for ambulatory type 
things has gone down, which 
is very good," he added. 

"The more we cut back on 
unnecessary antibiotic use in 
humans, the better off we will 
be in terms of antibiotic re¬ 
sistance."

Research Study That Someone Actually 
Did: Birds prefer to poop on red cars 

By Tecca | Today in Tech 
Does it seem like your 
new cherry red car at¬ 
tracts more bird drop¬ 
pings than your old, 
beat up green one? 
Well, that may not be 
your imagination: A re¬ 
cent study into bird be¬ 
havior suggests that red 
cars are at the highest 
danger for being a tar¬ 
get for defecating 
avians. In the study, 
conducted in June 2012 for online retailer Halfords on 
1,140 cars in the U.K., a full 18% of all the red cars tested 
wound up being the target of a bird bathroom break. 
Blue cars were almost as targeted, at 14%. Rounding out 
the study, 11% of black cars, 7% of white cars, 3% of gray 
cars, and 1% of green cars were all fated to the carwash 
by the foul acts of wayward birds. 



Nintendo handheld 3DS gets 
enlarged 



Nintendo's handheld 3DS de¬ 
vice is going to get super¬ 
sized, the company said on 
Friday, with a launch of the 
3DS XL, featuring a screen 
90 percent larger than the 
standard version. 

The new device, to be re¬ 


leased in Europe on July 28, 
will also broadcast 3D im¬ 
ages viewable without spe¬ 
cial glasses and come with a 
longer lasting battery, the 
company said. 

Nintendo's 3DS is world 
leader in the handheld device 
market, with 17 million units 
sold since its launch in early 
2011. Later this year, Nintendo 
is also planning an upgrade of 
its popular Wii device, the Wii 
U, whose joystick will feature 
a small screen.

US experts predict higher sea level rise: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Global sea levels could rise 
two to three times higher 
over the next century than 
previous UN estimates, ac¬ 
cording to a study released 
Friday by the US National 
Research Council. 

A committee of experts 
evaluated the latest UN data 
and updated those projections 
with new data on polar ice¬ 
cap melting that is believed 
to be speeding up sea level 
rise around the world. 

By 2100, the NRC esti¬ 
mates that global sea levels 
will rise between 20-55 
inches (50 and 140 centime¬ 
ters). 

The UN Intergovernmen¬ 
tal Panel on Climate 
Change's projection in 2007 
had predicted a fraction of 
that, at seven to 23 inches 
(18-59 centimeters) world¬ 
wide. 

"Our answers are pretty 
much in line with what others 
have done except that the 
IPCC was a little timid in 
2007 about the ice contribu¬ 
tion, so using more current 
information about the ice 
melt we have a bigger contri¬ 
bution there," said Robert 
Dalrymple, committee chair 


and professor of civil engi¬ 
neering at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

The wide range within 
each estimate is due to in¬ 
creasing uncertainty about 
sea level projections as re¬ 
searchers attempt to assess 



what may happen further and 
further into the future, the re¬ 
port said. 

In the near term, the NRC 
predicted a global sea level 
rise of three to nine inches 
(eight to 23 centimeters) by 
2030 (over the 2000 level) 
and seven to 19 inches (18 to 
48 centimeters) by 2050. 

The committee was con¬ 
vened by an executive order 
from the state of California to 
assess sea level rise in order 
to inform preparations for 
coastal impact, and to make 
detailed predictions for the 


US West Coast. 

The NRC found that the 
sea level was projected to rise 
faster than global estimates in 
much of southern California 
due to land erosion and sub¬ 
siding coastline. 

But the northern part of 
the state as well as the coasts 
of Oregon and Washington 
could see less of an impact 
than the rest of the world be¬ 
cause of shifts in the Earth 
that are causing the coasts 
there to rise, it said. 

"The lower sea levels pro¬ 
jected for northern Califor¬ 
nia, Washington and Oregon 
coasts are because the land is 
rising largely due to plate tec¬ 
tonics," said the report. 

"In this region, the ocean 
plate is descending below the 
continental plate at the Cas- 
cadia Subduction Zone, 
pushing up the coast." 

More severe weather 
events causing flooding and 
coastal erosion are expected 
to accompany higher sea lev¬ 
els, and a major earthquake 
in northern California could 
cause a sudden sea level rise 
of one meter (yard) or more, 
the report said.

Eurozone big four vow 
billions to boost growth 


ROME (AFP) - The leaders of 
the eurozone's four biggest 
economies yesterday vowed 
measures to boost growth in 
the face of a relentless debt 
crisis, including an injection 
of up to 130 billion euros 
($163 billion). 

Meeting for talks in Rome 
ahead of a crucial EU summit 
in Brussels next week, the 
leaders of Germany, France, 
Italy and Spain looked to 
soothe global worries with 
promises to kickstart growth 
in the bloc's floundering 
economies. 

French President Francois 
Hollande said the leaders had 
agreed to mobilise "one per¬ 
cent of European GDP, that is 
120 to 130 billion euros, to 
support growth" — a move 
Germany's Angela Merkel 
hailed as "an important sig¬ 
nal". 

"The lesson of this crisis is 
more Europe, not less Eu¬ 
rope," Merkel added during a 
press conference after the 
talks. 

"We need to work closer 
together politically, especially 
in the eurozone. Whoever has 
a common currency must also 
have coherent policies. That is 
also a lesson from the last two 
years," Merkel said. 

Italian Prime Minister 
Mario Monti said the four 
leaders had agreed that boos-

ting growth in the eurozone 
was key to restoring confi¬ 
dence. 

"The first objective we 
agree on is to relaunch 
growth, investments and to 
create jobs," Monti said. 

"The euro is here to stay 
and we all mean it. The great 
project which has been suc¬ 
cessful until now, the euro, is 
irreversible," he added. 


ORANJESTAD - The Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cludes in its Monthly Bulletin 
of March 2012 that the money 
supply dropped by Afl. 66.2 
million to Afl. 3,167.7 million, 
resulting largely from an Afl. 
151.3 million decrease in net 
foreign assets (excluding reval¬ 
uation differences of gold and 
foreign exchange holdings) to 
Afl. 1,221.9 million at the end 
of March 2012. This decrease 
was partially offset by an Afl 
85.1 million rise in the domes¬ 
tic component of the money 
supply, associated with an Afl. 
53.0 million growth in domes¬ 
tic credit and an Afl. 32.1 mil¬ 
lion increase in the non-credit 
related balance sheet items. The 
latter was due largely to clear¬ 
ing transactions. Domestic 
credit grew because of an Afl. 
27.5 million growth in net lia¬ 
bility of the public sector to the 
banking sector, and an Afl. 25.5 
million rise in the claims of the 
banking sector on the private 
sector. The latter reflected ex¬ 
pansions in commercial loans 
and housing mortgages of Afl. 
24.0 million (+2.1 percent) and 
afl. 7.0 million (+0.8 percent), 
respectively, while consumer 
credit shrank by Afl. 1.9 million 


(-0.3 percent). 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for March 2012 regis¬ 
tered a 5.1 percent increase, 
compared to the same month 
of 2011. The main contributory 
components were housing, 
food items, and transport. 
When excluding the effect of 
food and energy (which partly 
affects the housing and trans¬ 
port components), the resulting 
core CPI shows a 0.9 percent 
rise compared to March 2011, 
which was brought about by 
increased prices of transport 
components excluding gaso¬ 
line and diesel (i.e., new cars), 
communication (i.e., prepaid 
telephone cards), and restau¬ 
rant and hotels (i.e., food and 
beverage consumption outside 
the home). The 12-month av¬ 
erage inflation rate reached 5.5 
percent in March 2012. 

The number of stay-over 
visitors totaled 80,824 in 
March 2012, which is 5.1 per¬ 
cent higher compared to 
March 2011. This growth was 
mainly caused by increases in 
visitors from North America 
and Latin America of 3.5 per¬ 
cent (+2,014) and 17.2 percent 
(+ 1,891), respectively. The 
growth in visitors from Latin 


America was attributed mostly 
to an increase of 2,257 visitors 
from Venezuela. The number 
of cruise visitors dropped by 
25,735 (-23.3 percent) to 
84,628 in the month of March 
2012 compared to the same 
month of the previous year. 
The number of ship calls fell to 
43 in March 2012 compared to 
60 in March 2011. 

Registered tax revenue for 
the month of March 2012 to¬ 
taled Afl. 67.4 million, which 
is a reduction of Afl. 4.4 mil¬ 
lion (-6.1 percent), compared 
to the same month of the pre¬ 
vious year. This decline is 
mostly associated with de¬ 
creases in revenue from taxes 
on commodities and income, 
and profit tax of Afl. 4.0 mil¬ 
lion (-15.1 percent) and Afl. 
1.2 million (-0.4 percent), re¬ 
spectively. These decreases 
were slightly offset by a rise in 
proceeds from property taxes 
of Afl. 0.7 million (+25.9 per¬ 
cent). Receipts from the for¬ 
eign exchange tax and the 
turnover tax (BBO) remained 
unchanged compared to March 
2011. Non-tax revenue posted 
an Afl 8.9 million decrease in 
March 2012 compared to the 
same month of last year. 


Moody’s cuts credit ratings of 15 big banks 


— Already grappling with 
weak profits and global eco¬ 
nomic turmoil, 15 major banks 
were hit with credit down¬ 
grades on Thursday that could 
do more damage to their bot¬ 
tom lines and further unsettle 
equity markets. 

The credit agency, Moody’s 
Investors Service, which 
warned banks in February that 


a downgrade was possible, cut 
the credit scores of banks to 
new lows to reflect new risks 
that the industry has encoun¬ 
tered since the financial crisis. 

“The risks of this industry 
became apparent in the finan¬ 
cial crisis,” said Robert Young, 
a managing director at 
Moody’s. “These new ratings 
capture those risks.”

Citigroup and Bank of 
America, which have struggled 
to fully recover from the finan¬ 
cial crisis, were among the 
hardest hit.

He said there were a lot of 
misconceptions about who he 
was both on and off the court 
and it hurt him at the time.

"I 
strive on being a team player, 
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doing whatever it takes to 
help this team win. I used it 
as motivation. What got me 
to this point was hard work 
and dedication." 

James was pushed to the 
point of physical exhaustion 
in game four as the Heat 
squeezed out a 104-98 vic¬ 
tory over the Thunder.

BELLEFONTE, Pennsylva¬ 
nia (AFP) - Jurors in the pe¬ 
dophilia trial of ex-Penn State 
football coach Jerry San¬ 
dusky began deliberating his 
fate Thursday, amid explo¬ 
sive new allegations that his 
own adoptive son was among 
the many boys he sexually 
abused. 

Lawyers for the defense 
and prosecution made their 
closing arguments after a 
week-long trial for Sandusky, 
68, a popular coach alleged to 
have misused his proximity 
to young boys to abuse them 
sexually. He is on trial for al¬ 
legedly molesting 10 boys 
over a 15-year period. 

But a short time after the 
jurors were sequestered, 
prosecution attorneys An¬ 
drew Shubin and Justine An- 
dronici made a bombshell 
announcement that another 
victim was being added to the 
parade of young teenaged 
boys said to have been sexu¬ 
ally assaulted by Sandusky — 
his own son Matt. 

"During the trial, Matt 
Sandusky contacted us and 
requested our advice and as¬ 
sistance in arranging a meet¬ 
ing with prosecutors to 
disclose for the first time in 


James averaged 28.6 
points per game in the finals 
and he has scored at least 25 
points or more in a record 15- 
straight postseason games.

this case that he is a victim of 
Jerry Sandusky's abuse," the 
prosecutors said in their state¬ 
ment, which was published in 
the New York Times.

hands, had "been an ex¬ 
tremely painful experience" 
for him. 

The shock announcement 
came a short time after jurors 
listened to an emotional plea 
from prosecuting assistant at¬ 
torney general Joseph 
McGettigan, who depicted 
Sandusky as a predatory pe¬ 
dophile who callously 
groomed his young victims. 

"They shared something 
in common: fatherless chil¬ 
dren," McGettigan said. "I 
submit to you that he was 
preying on those who were 
the most vulnerable." 

Sandusky's lawyer, Joseph 
Amendola, proclaimed his in¬ 
nocence however, and said 
the victims had fabricated 
their stories in an effort to 
pursue a civil lawsuit.

MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James capped off one of the 
most astonishing playoff runs 
in NBA history, silencing crit¬ 
ics who questioned his grit and 
fortitude as he raised the Larry 
O'Brien Trophy for the first 
time in his nine-year career. 

"Oh man, this right here is 
the happiest day of my life," 
said 2012 NBA finals MVP 
James on Thursday. "It is a 
dream come true." 

James, who won his third 
league MVP award this sea¬ 
son, lost twice previously in 
the NBA finals with the 
Cleveland Cavaliers in 2007 
and the Heat in 2011 but was¬ 
n't going to be denied this 
time around. 

James finished with a 
triple double, 26 points, 13 
assists and 11 rebounds, as 
the Miami Heat hammered 
the Oklahoma City Thunder 
121-106 to claim their second 
NBA title in franchise history 
and first in six years. 

James was criticized and 
called a sore loser after the 
Heat lost in six games in last 


year's final to the Dallas Mav¬ 
ericks. During the Dallas se¬ 
ries he mocked Mavericks' 
star player Dirk Nowitzki for 
playing through a virus and 
used his final news conference 
to take verbal shots at those 
who questioned whether he 
could ever achieved this title. 

But James says he did 
some soul searching in the off 
season and so is now better 
equipped mentally to handle 
the pressure of being one of 
the most scrutinized athletes 
in American sports. 

"I played with a lot of 
hate,” James said of last year. 
"That's not the way I play 
basketball. Now I play with a 
lot of love, a lot of passion 
and that's what I got back to 
this year." 

Combining Dwyane Wade 
with free agents James and 
Chris Bosh two years ago 
cast Miami as the NBA's res¬ 
ident villain, especially when 
James decided to spurn his 
hometown of Cleveland on a 
live ESPN special,"The Deci¬ 
sion", that reeked of hubris 
and narcissism.
